Red Vie! Nam 


MOSCOW (AP) - Premier 
Alexei N. Kosygin flew toward 
| Hanoi today where he is expect­ 
ed to discuss Soviet military aid 
I to Communist North Viet Nam, 
I which nourishes the Viet Cong 
in the fight against the Saigon 
government to the south. 
He planned to stop in Peking 
on his way to the North Viet-; 
na rn esc capital and again on his 
trip back to Moscow, It will be 
the first visit to Red China by a 
Soviet premier since Nikita S. 
Khrushchev stopped there in 
1959 on his way back from talks 
with former President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower in the United

departure. Under normal diplo­ 
matic protocol the Chinese en­ 
voys would be expected to see 
him off.

United Nations charter. 
He also called for a new world 
monetary system founded on 
something more than the dollar 
and pound sterling. 
The French president told his 
semiannual

conference 
France is making this proposal 
to bring the U.N. charter up to 
datte.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson, with direct aillt* 
sion to Negro efforts to register 
in Alabama, urged all Ameri­ 
cans today to Join with him in 
expressing concern over the loss 
of any citizen’s right to vote. 
In 
a 
hurriedly 
announced 
news conference, the President 
said it is essential to the free­ 
dom of the nation that voting 
rights are secured few all cit­ 
izens. 
“I intend to see that right is 
secured,” he said. 
Johnson’s session with report­ 
ers was conducted before live 
radio and television at the White 
House. It was his first such pre­ 
announced news session since 
last July 24. 
At the outset, Johnson read a 
statement on the farm message 
he sent to Congress today. He 
said it made clear the farmer 
and the agricultural community 
are still most important in th* 
nation’s life. 
He emphasized, too. that the 
health of the farm segment of 
the national economy is Impor­ 
tant to all Americans. 
“Depressions and recession* 
are usually farm-led and farm- 
fed,” he said. 
And, ait another point, the 
President asserted 
that food 
today is our best bargain. 
Continuing his volunteered re­ 
marks, the President urged that 
Congress leave him freedom to 
deal with the question of sales 
of surplus farm commodities to 
the United Arab Republic. T^e 
House voted a ban on such 
sale* but the Senate Wednesday 
passed a milder version.

Neo-Isolationist Dream 


The word that is being passed 
•round in Washington for sonn 
threatened new beginnings 
in 
our foreign policy is ‘neo-iso­ 
lationism.” 
The 
phrase was 
launched when Walter Lipp- 
mann, in a column which, 
in 
effect, proposed that we liqui­ 
date our commitments in South­ 
east Asia and tropical Africa, 
cheerfully admitted to having 
become an isolationist of sorts j 
The Johnson Administration 
has not fully declared its ham, 
In the South Vietnam struggle 
nor yet again in the matter of 
supporting Tshombe in the Con­ 
go. And maybe Lyndon Johnson 
is only temporarily a “neo-iso- 
lationist” ; he recently told an 
influential American publisher, 
so I have it on good authority, 
that he just wanted six months 
to put over his domestic pro­ 
gram in Congress before dig­ 
ging in to solve world problems. 
lf there is really to be a con­ 
certed drive for “neo-isolation­ 
ist” solutions to our troubles, It 
will settle no problems if t h e 
Russians and the Red Chinese 
•re not prepared to be ‘‘neo­ 
isolationist” too. What Mr. Lip­ 
in ann, Senator William J. Fill- 
bright and others in the neo-iso­ 
lationist camp have in mind is 
an ideal solution that would de­ 
pend 
a real summit meeting 
of Brezhnev and Kosygin and 
Mao Tse-tung and Charles de 
Gaulle and Harold Wilson and 
Lyndon Johnson. 
The world 
would have to be divided again, 
as it was once supposedly divid­ 
ed by the Pope who gave Afri­ 
can and Brazilian spheres to

Tribute to a Newsman's Hero 


NEW YORK (AP) — Every­ 
body needs a personal hero, 
someone to lift hun above the 
limits of the ordinary and to 
demonstrate that higher human 
goals can he woo. 
Lucky is the mao who can 
find a hero in youth and still 
admire him as he ages. 
Such a hero to me waa one 
who (tied this week at 84 and 
was known universally in the 
news world is "KC.” 
They are the initials of Kent 
Cooper, who for a quarter of a 
century was the b o s s man of 
The 
Associated 
Press, 
the 
world's largest press associa­ 
tion. 
Less well known to the goner- 
a1 public than writers such as 
Ernie Pyia or Richard Harding 
Davis, Cooper already is a land-1 
mark figure in the history of j 
modern journalism. 
He was a tradition smasher, I 
end an applecart-upsetter. He 
swept through the stodgy news­ 
paper atmosphere of his day 
like a polar wind. He was a pi-' 
sneer ta the speedier transmis­ 
sion of news, the humanization 
of newrs. and a champion in the 
fight for worldwide freedom of 
the press — or, in his own apt 
phrase, the people s “right to 
know” 
That's the way he'U go down 
in the textbooks. But it is as a 
man — not a symbol—that! 
like to remember KC, for whom' 
I worked as a copy boy, a cub 


reporter, a city editor and a war 
correspondent. 
By the time I first met him in 
New York in 1937 he already 
was a controversial legend. Like 
Gen. George S. Patton, whom 
he resembled in many ways, he 
was either extravagantly ed- 
mired or extravagantly disliked. 
He was a man who liked to 
dream big, and do old things 
better in new ways. To do them 
he had to step on many toes. 
In person KC was stocky, of 
medium height, and had dark 
and magnetic eye*. Those eyes 
seemed to have fingers in them 
that reached out and grabbed 
your mind as he talked. 
He could in one instant be as 
boyish as Tom Sawyer and the 
next instant as Imperious as a 
Turkish sultan. He could be sen­ 
timental, and he could he tough­ 
er than the foreman of a rail­ 
road gang. He was lavish in his 
reward for good work, equally 
swift in punishing ineptitude. He 
couldn’t stand people who were 
mentally flat-footed. 
When an underling was sum I 
mooed to his presence after 
botching up a job, the office

Our daughter is IS years old. 
She is a sophomore to high 
school. The inevitable problem 
of smoking has just arisen. She 
says that “all the girls” smoke 
and that she wants to be one 
of the crowd. 
She further points to the fact 
that we, her parents, smoke. 
She insists that she only smokes 
three or four cigarettes a day 1 
and that she can stop any time 
she wants to. 
We are sure that this ta a 
problem shared by many par­ 
ents who would welcome any 
suggestions you might have for 
handling it. 
Mr. and Mrs. M. S., 
Maryland 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. S: Yours 
Is truly a universal problem. 
All adults and most adolescents 
must, by now, be aware of the 
disadvantages to health attrib­ 
uted to smoking 
The habit patterns of smok­ 
ing are so deeply ingrained to 
adults that many people find it 
difficult or almost impossible 
to give up the habit. It is this 
very struggle . . . the difficulty 
that 
confronts 
thousands 
of 
adults who would happily give 
up smoking . . that should be 
emphasized to children . 
When your daughter uses her 
parents’ smoking a* justifica­ 
tion for her own right to smoke, 
she should be told frankly that 
it is precisely because the habit 
is so difficult to break that you 
want to spare her this painful 
experience when she herself de­ 
cides ultimately to try to break 
the smoking habit. 
Your 
daughter's 
statement 
that she wants to be one of the 
crowd is the key to the prob­ 
lem 
of 
adolescent 
smoking. 
Smoking has become a status 
symbol of the immature ado­ 
lescent. To many of these chil­ 
dren, “lighting up” means the 
difference between being 
“in 
the groove” or just a “square.” 
It is strange that as they 
grow older it is the non-smoker 
who becomes the symbol of ma­ 
turity and who earns the re­ 
spect (and secret envy) of his 
peers. 
When 
young 
people 
pass 
through the period of “to be or 
not to be” a smoker and emerge 
as a non - smoker, they are 
grateful that they have resisted 
tile temptation. 
Parents tend to fall toto a 
trap when they say to their 
children. “If you’re going to 
smoke behind our backs, we'd 
rather you smoke to the open ” 
Too often this attitude is an 


excuse for the inability of par­ 
ents to exercise their mature 
judgment and say simply, “You 
do not have our permission to 
smoke, neither to our presence 
nor behind our backs.” 
The protection of the health 
of children ii one of the great 
obligations of parents. Their 
health must not be sacrificed 
because parents are afraid to 
establish limits for their chil­ 
dren 
Public health officials, doc­ 
tors, teachers 
and school ad­ 
ministrators are concentrating 
on keeping the young adolescent 
from beginning the inevitable 
smoking habit. In this way, the 
chronic respiratory illnesses so 
devastating to the 
health of 
our nations can once more be 
reduced to a minimum.
